pair of swans 
before they fly 
from the scene; 
charmed to stumble 
upon a baby 
cottontail before it 
disappears into the 
leaves; and lucky 
to spot a great 
gray owl camou- 
flaged in a great 
mes Qray tree. 
Bateman’s work has ben compared to 
Andrew Wyeth’s, and Bateman concurs that 
his current style came into focus after see- 
ing a Wyeth exhibit in 1963. However, where 
Wyeth’s work captures a moment, Bateman’s 
subjects seem ready to fly or run away. 


Members of the Academy will have an 
opportunity to meet Robert Bateman this 
month and have a sneak preview through 
his slide-lecture of a major exhibition open- 
ing October 15 in Lovell White Hall. Follow- 
ing each members’ meeting, the artist will 
be available to sign copies of his best sell- 
ing book, The Art of Robert Bateman, 
published by Viking Press, New York. (See 
Special Exhibits for more information on 
Bateman’s works.)

The Art of Robert Bateman, a major exhibition 
of work gathered from collectors in the United 
States and Canada opens October 15 at the 
California Academy of Sciences. It will con- 
tinue through January 15, 1984. 


As a young student, Bateman spent his time 
in a program much like our Junior Academy at 
the Royal Ontario Museum. Later he studied 
geography which gave him a good general 
science education, including background in 
geology and landforms and the human and 
animal relationships to the environment. 
Bateman’s talents combine a scientist’s eye 
for detail and an artist’s eye for composition, 
color and movement. 


On Saturday, October 15, The Nature Com- 
pany at the Academy will hold a book signing 
party from 10 to noon. Copies of The Art of 
Robert Bateman published by Viking Press, 
New York, limited edition prints, and a new 
engagement calendar will be available for pur- 
chase and signing by the artist. 
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This year marks the 75th anniversary of the 
establishment of Muir Woods National Monu- 
ment. The Academy is pleased to help 
celebrate this great landmark with a photo ex- 
hibit entitled, The Spirit of Muir Woods, open- 
ing October 8 in Lower Cowell Hall Gallery. 
The prints on display are the result of a photo 
contest held earlier this year by the Muir 
Woods unit of the Golden Gate National 
Recreation Area. The categories are black and 
white, color, and pre-Golden Gate Bridge 
photos. 


The preservation of the grove of redwoods at 
the foot of Mt. Tamalpais is due to the efforts 
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Laserium Morrison Planetarium 


of local conservationist and legislator William 
Kent who purchased 500 acres of threatened 
trees and then donated the property to the 
people of the United States. The one proviso 
was that the canyon be named after John 
Muir. The monument is a favorite on 
everyone’s tour of the bay area and in 1982 
received over 1.2 million visitors.
